of New York feel impelled to pres- 
ent the facts we witnessed 
prior 


to and during the disaster which 
Occurred on Jultf 25th and 
26th. 


1956; 


"It is our intent to show that 


there' existed a State of complete 
negligence on the part of the crew 
and the officers toward its- obliga- 
tion and 
responsibilities to the 


safety of the passengers of 
the 


ship. 


"Listed below are evidences of 


such nebligence as witnessed by 
the undersigned as a whole and as 
individuals.

"i. Alarm drill 
A. Cabins posted only instruc- 


tions as to wearing of life belts 
and the signals for 
the various 


emergencies. There was no indi- 
catidn of life boat stations or pro- 
cedure beyond the wearing of life 
belts. 
' B. On'the morning of, the 19th of 
July, instructions were imparted 
that an alarm drill,would be held 
at 4:30 p,m. that 'day whereby pas- 
sengers wer'e to dori lifebelts and 
report to muster stations at the 
sound of the alarm signal. 


>C; Muster stations were in the 
interior of the ship and when pas- 
sengers assembled at the alarm, 


(no further instructions were given. 
Passengers iwere dismissed after 
'a cursory inspection of their life- 
belts. 


"2. When disaster struck—11:22 


p.m. July 25, 1956: 


A. 'No alarm of any sort 
was

Chancellor 'Lee Ward of Para- 


gould, A former state commander 
of the American Legion, gained na-' 
tionwide notice When he sUed thu 
government after the war for the 
differnece between hi sNaVy pay 
and whai he represnted as his 
actual value in the Navy's real 
estate branch. 


The three men, seeking 'an 8-year 


term in the state's highest .'judicial 
offite, want to succeed Chief Jus- 
tice Lee Seamster, Appointed by 
Gov. 
Orval Faubus after the death 


Of Chief Justice Griffin Smith last 
year. Seamster is not eligible to 
succeed himself. 


All these candidates have shaken 


hands in most sections of Arkan- 
sas in recent months. There 
has 


been some speechmaking, 
but not 


much. 


.Harris, the chancellor for Cleve- 


land, Lincoln, Jefferson and Ar- 
kansas counties -since , 1849, insti- 
tuted a 30-day waiting period for 
divorces in 1951. He called it a 
coolihg off period aimed at stop- 
ping "angry mood" divorces. 


He made e x c e p t i o n s when 


grounds already were established, 
when the couple had been living 
apart three consecutive years, and 
when desertion was proved'. 


No longer able to argue at the 


breakfast table and be divorced by 
noon, many people changed their 
minds before their 30-day 
period 


elapsed. The divorce rate in Chan- 
cellor .Harris' 
district dropped 


sharply. 


Later the Legislature 
followed 


his -cue and passed a state law 
that put a waiting period on di- 
vorce cases. 
. Harris, a native of 'Pine Bluff, 
began practice there in 1932. He 
served three terms as Jefferson 
County representative in the Leg- 
islature and for a time was pros 
ecUting attorney for 
Desha, Lin 


coin and Jefferson counties. 


• He is a former president of the 
Arkansas Judicial Council, an or- 


ganizati&ft, 6f chancellors, Supreme 
Court justices, 'and circuit court 
judges. 


Ward, the 12th District chancel- 


lor, entered the chief justice race 
not only with the endorsement of 
the district's lawyers, but 
with(|) 


their 
money. Members of 
the 


Northeast Arkansas Bar Associa- 
tion — 128 of the 132 members — 
put up the $1,500 for Ward's filina 
fee. 
• 


A Seabee and Navy yebman who 


took part in the Tarawa campaign, 
Ward sued the government in 1945 
for $6,500, the amount he said the 
government ovved him as the dif- 
ference between his Navy pay and 
his actual value. 
^ 


His complaint was dismissed .bV 


U. S. District Court ahd the 5th 
Crcuit Court of Appeals. 


After the war, Ward, a-native'of 


Piggott in Clay County, joined the 
Office of Price Administration at 
Little Rack. When.that bureau was 
closed, he opened private law prac- 
tice at Paragould.

kansas Department of the Ameri- 
can Legion in?1949.

Most of the first class passengers 


interviewed had high praise for the 
Italian liner's crew and Its behav- 
ior 
during the ordeal. And some 


survivors from the lower passes 
ger classes also commended the 
crew. 


The charges were drafted 
by 


three survivors who arrived at the 
port of New York last night aboard 
the rescue ship Cape Ann. They 
were Mr. and Mrs. Michael Stol- 
ler of Los Angeles and Arthur 
Fisher of New York. 


The typewritten statement was 


lowered by a line from the Cape 
'Ann to newsmen on the deck of the 
tugboat, the M'attha M. 


'-The test of the petition given to 


newsmen ;by the survivors." . 


."We, the undei'gfgfte.d, survivors 


of the 'Andrea ' Doria' who were 
picked' Up by the '.S-S 'Cape Anh' 
of New York feel impelled to pres- 
ent the facts we witnessed

to and during the disaster which

26th.

"It is our intent to show that 


there' existed a State of complete 
negligence on the part of the crew 
and the officers toward its- obliga-

The three men, seeking 'an 8-year

Of Chief Justice Griffin Smith last 
year. Seamster is not eligible to 
succeed himself. 


All these candidates have shaken

.Harris, the chancellor for Cleve- 


land, Lincoln, Jefferson and Ar- 
kansas counties -since , 1849, insti- 
tuted a 30-day waiting period for 
divorces in 1951.

the rescue ship Cape Ann. They 
were Mr. and Mrs. Michael Stol- 
ler of Los Angeles and Arthur 
Fisher of New York.

the rescue ship Cape Ann. They 
were Mr. and Mrs. Michael Stol- 
ler of Los Angeles and Arthur 
Fisher of New York.

lowered by a line from the Cape 
'Ann to newsmen on the deck of the 
tugboat, the M'attha M.

The three men, seeking 'an 8-year

Seamster is not eligible to 
succeed himself.

.Harris, the chancellor for Cleve- 


land, Lincoln, Jefferson and Ar- 
kansas counties -since , 1849, insti- 
tuted a 30-day waiting period for 
divorces in 1951. He called it a 
coolihg off period aimed at stop- 
ping "angry mood" divorces. 


He made e x c e p t i o n s when 


grounds already were established, 
when the couple had been living 
apart three consecutive years, and 
when desertion was proved'. 


No longer able to argue at the 


breakfast table and be divorced by

elapsed. The divorce rate in Chan- 
cellor .Harris'

.Harris, the chancellor for Cleve- 


land, Lincoln, Jefferson and Ar- 
kansas counties -since , 1849, insti- 
tuted a 30-day waiting period for 
divorces in 1951. He called it a 
coolihg off period aimed at stop- 
ping "angry mood" divorces. 


He made e x c e p t i o n s when 


grounds already were established, 
when the couple had been living 
apart three consecutive years, and 
when desertion was proved'. 


No longer able to argue at the 


breakfast table and be divorced by 
noon, many people changed their 
minds before their 30-day 
period 


elapsed. The divorce rate in Chan- 
cellor .Harris' 
district dropped 


sharply. 


Later the Legislature 
followed 


his -cue and passed a state law 
that put a waiting period on di- 
vorce cases. 
. Harris, a native of 'Pine Bluff, 
began practice there in 1932. He 
served three terms as Jefferson 
County representative in the Leg- 
islature and for a time was pros

coin and Jefferson counties. 


• He is a former president of the 
Arkansas Judicial Council, an or- 


ganizati&ft, 6f chancellors, Supreme 
Court justices, 'and circuit court 
judges. 


Ward, the 12th District chancel- 


lor, entered the chief justice race 
not only with the endorsement of 
the district's lawyers, but

money. Members of

Northeast Arkansas Bar Associa- 
tion — 128 of the 132 members — 
put up the $1,500 for Ward's filina 
fee.

A Seabee and Navy yebman who 


took part in the Tarawa campaign, 
Ward sued the government in 1945 
for $6,500, the amount he said the 
government ovved him as the dif- 
ference between his Navy pay and 
his actual value.
